BODY LYING IN STATE

Remains of Quesn Dowager Clothed in
Coronatisn Robes.

Hundreds of Loyal Sbjeets View Remains of
Honored Dead - Guard of Honoer from
the Governmenl.,

The body of the late Queen
Dowager Kapiolani ie lying in
etate in the private reception room
on the second floor at Pualeilani,
Waikiki, today. At 4 o'clock, the
doors will be closed to visitors.
Ever since 9 o’clock this morning
there has been n perfest stream of
nnatives and ofliers calling at Pua-
leilani.

The body is dressed in the cos-
tome worn by the Queen at her
coronation, The Kalaksus order
is the only decoration. Around

{the head is a soft draping of

white lace. The gnll used at the
l&inn in state of the body of King

alakaua has been placed on the
bier. Bpread out on either side
are the ahuulas or feather capes
of the Queen and haoging down
the sides are the feather lois or
leihanlus ussd by members of the
Royal family.

6:1 either side of the bier stand
four kahili bearers and at the four
cornera are the membera of the
guard of honor. | The kahili bear-
ere are retaines of tho Queen,
Sitling near the head are two na-
tive girls, each with a emall ka-
hili. Everyone {n the room wenrs
a feather cape.

At the very head is the large
taba stick used at the time of the
coronation of Kiypwg Kalukaaa and
{he late Queen Dowager. Al the
foot are two olber tabu sticks,
smaller in size, On either side
of the bier and back of the kahili
bearers are three large kubilis,
the property of the late Queen,

Oun the other sids of the room
toward Diamond Head are o large
vomber of palms artistically set
and distributed among these are
several large kahilis. Near these
are two crowns of flowers, one of
white carnations and maiden hair
and the other of marigolds. The
whole room is very beautifully
decorated.

The entrauncs is from the front
of the house and visitors are ex-
pected to 8 through the room
to the emall back porch and then
down the steps to the large recep-
tion room where a guard of honor
of four Hawaiiaus in feather
capes, stande in s perfect bower of
flowers arranged in different de-
signs by the many ladies who are
in charge of the work.

Oat in the yard a large number
of chairs and beoches and stand-
ing around are several Hawaiisne
in feather copes whoso duty it is to
attend to the visitors. Policemen
are slationed about at wvarions
points to see that all is well,

Col. Boper and Major Potter,
makiog up a guard of honor from
the Government, arrived at Pua.
leilani at 9:30 o’clock. Col. Boper
took his position in the large
reception room while Major Pot
ter was stationed at tha foot of the
bier,

It migbt bo stated bere that the
arrangement of the bior is accord-
ing to berowo wishes, Bhe want
ed to ba dressed in her corovation
dress and left command to bave
arranged about ber, her leibulua
and abuulasas well ag ber own ka-
hilis. She al#o expressed the wish
that during the first day of lying
in state her faithful retainers
wave the smsll kahilis over her

body.

'I{m all that is to be used will
be finished Thuraday. This will
be of black velvet and will bear
the Qneen'’s own crest.

Tounight native singers will sing
the kanikau or mourning songs of
the dead Queen,

The body will not lei in state
tomorrow.

Charter Has Been Sigrel by Presi-
dent and Ministers.

Now (o Hands of Minister of Interior—A
Resume of Charter s Changed Recently
and Granled Yesterday,

The following is & resame of
the Hilo and Kohala Railroad Co.
charter a8 amendad recently and
grantad at o meeling of the Cabi-
net yesterday:

Wade J. Browne. Herbert B,
Gehr, Thomas Rain Walker, Fran-
cis M. Swanzv, Gardnor K. Wild-
er, Jobhn 8. Walker and J, Walter
Jones and their associates and
successors constitute the Kobala
and Hilo Railway Company.

The charter is for the term of
fitty years.

he company has full power
and authority to build constract,
maintain and operate railroads to
be operaled by steam, electricity
or other motive power on the
Island of Hawaii from Hilo
through that distriet and the dis-
tricts of Hamakua and Kohala to
Kawaibae or other seaports in Ko-
bala.

It may purchase, owo, davelop,
goll, leame or otherwise deal in
land on said isiand of Hawaii ex-
oept town lots along the lines of
the railroad.

In connection with its said busi-
uees and for the purposes above
set forth it may possess and deal
in and with shares, leas thao a
majority, of other incorporated
compsanies.

The capital stock is £50,000 di-
vided iuvto five huudied shares of
the par value of one hundred dol-
lars, with the right to extend the
same to $10,000,000.

Issue of bonds may be male to
eanctl or consolidate any existing
debt or former issue of bonds to
secure the repayment of money
borrowed by the company may
